D uring the past two weeks 
dozens 
of larg e chestnut trees, some of which 
w ere alm ost covered with burrs, have 
died from the effects of the 
chestnut 
blight, which is 
fast 
destroying the 
chestnut 
trees 
thro u g h o u t 
portions 
of the Blue Ridge Mountains. 
A 
few 
days ago the trees w ere 
very 
green 
and full of leaves; now they a re barren 
with the exception of 
the 
chestnut 
burrs, which resem ble small knots on 
twigs. 
W ith the advent of frost 
and 
the 
tin ts w ith which it has touched up the 
foliage, the chestnut b0rrs^i**e begin­ 
ning to b u rst and reveal t h e ^ contents. 
T here is an abundance of b u rrs ac­ 
cording to reports and of a good size, 
but the chestn u ts are 
disappointing. 
They are exceedingly small and give 
little prom ise of m a tu rin g 
into 
a n y ­ 
th in g n ear a normal sized nut. 
F^arly 
in the season the trees w ere fully blos­ 
somed and there was prom ise 
of 
a 
bum per crop, hut th e yield will be w*ay 
below expectations. The g re a te st quan* 
tity of nuts will be gath ered along the 
sides and n ear the foot of the 
m oun­ 
tains. T rees on the 
sum m it 
are 
but 
lightly laden.

50,000 survivors of the 
w ar 
of 1861- 
65— from the N orth and 
South. 
It is 
believed th a t this w onderful 
m eeting 
of th e Blue and G ray in 
peace, 
good 
will and loyalty, m arked 
the 
harm o­ 
nious unification of the nation as one 
people with a 
common 
destiny; and 
ou g h t, th erefore, to be com m em orated 
w ith a peace m onum ent on the battle­ 
field, which shall also serve 
to exalt 
the sentim ent 
and 
responsibility 
of 
national patriotism with all the people 
of ou r g re a t country.”

Prosecution Promises to Reveal Many 


More Charges— Governor Had Scor­ 


ed Couple Points Previous to De­ 


cision. 


Albany, N. Y„ Sept. 26.—The high 
court of impeachment for the trial of 
Governor 8ulzer unanimously voted In 
favor of admitting all testimony in 
reference to alleged campaign contri­ 
butions 
received 
by 
the 
governor, 
whether specified in the articles of im­ 
peachment or not. 
This decision came after Sulzer had 
soured victories in legal disputes over 
the admission and rejection of testi­ 
mony favorable and uulavorable to his 
case. 
The point that brought about the 
vote admitting all testimony touching 
campaign money arose on the testi­ 
mony of Morris Tekulaky, a New York 
liquor dealer, and former president of 
tile New Yolk City Liquor Dealers' as­ 
sociation. 
He had known William 
Sulzer for twenty-three years, he said, 
and considered himself an intimate ac­ 
quaintance. 
When he started to tell about the 
organization’s contributions to Sulzer, 
Mr. Marshall, one of Suiter's attor­ 
neys, objected, supporting his objec­ 
tion by a lengthy argument He main­ 
tained that til ere was nothing in the 
articles of impeachment regarding the 
witness. The purpose of tile articles of 
impeachment, he contended, was to 
give notice to a respondent of the na­ 
ture of the accusations against him 
and to afford him time to prepare to 
answer. 
Mr. Stanch field, opposing attorney, 
in reply declared that the managers 
"have secured and are prepared to 
prove that Sulzer 
received a large

$3000 Exempted For Single Persons 
$4000 For the Married, But No A! 


lowance For Children. 


Washington, Sept. 26—A change was 
made in the 
income tax provision, 
which was agreed upon by the tariff 
conferees. 
Tile conferees agreed on 
$3000 as the amount of income of a 
single person that shall be free from 
the tax. 
For a married man the exemption 
will be $4000, with no ft ille r exemp­ 
tion for children. The senate had in 
eluded an exemption of $500 for each 
child, not to exceed two. Only one ex­ 
emption of $4000 will be allowed for a 
family, even though the husband arid 
wife have separate incomes. 
Tile conferees decided to put burlap j 
on the free list. to leave grain hags 
on the dutiable list, and to reduce the 
house rate of 20 per cent on plain jute 
fabrics, bleached, to IO per cent. 
The conference report will be made 
to th** house un Saturday, it is expect­ 
ed, and to the senate on Monday. Few 
points remain to be settled, but the 
preparation of the report will require 
some time.

decision to exempt from the income 
tax parts of premiums on mutual life 
Insurance policies returned to policy­ 
holders as dividends. This ai tion was 
unexpected, as the amendments origi­ 
nally made by the senate had been 
dropped before the bill went into con­ 
ference. 
Under the decision reached all life 
insurance companies writing mutual 
policies and mutual marine Insurance 
companies arc treated alike. No part 
of their income is exempted except 
that part of the premium on any pol­ 
icy returned as a dividend or rebate. 
The conferees decided the provision 
was still within their Jurisdiction and 
that they had authority to make the 
change. 
Holders of mutual insurance 
policies and insurance officers through­ 
out the country have urged such an 
exemption. 
Presidential mediation succeeded so 
well that the conferees returned lo the 
capitol and later agreed upon almost 
every disputed point in th** bill.

jurisdiction that Cie World's Series 
games are played. The «omndasion is 
composed of the pre-ident of each 
league, Ban B. Johnson, of the Vmeri 
can, and Thomas J. Lynch, of the .Na­ 
tional, and August Hermann, of Cin­ 
cinnati, chairman, who is selected by 
the two presidents. 
A's the Giants have not clinched the 
National League pennant it was ag:e <]

No photographers will be allowed on 
the field excepting those employed on 
the daily newspapers, and they must 
be oft the field before the game begins 
There will be no ground rules. Tills 
Is an innovation In tile past tire spec­ 
tators h a \e been allowed to crowd on 
the field and all over the ground a- 
long as they paid their money, which 
t anged ropes to tie plac ed in the field 
and made hits into th** crowd good 
for only two bases. This year no one 
will be allowed on the playing field ex 
cept the players, and every hit will g 
for what It is worth. 
No ticket will be sold through the 
mall; ai! applications for tickets for 
the series must ho m ule in person to 
the secretary of either club. The na 
tional commission will ha\e nothing 
whatever to do with the distribution 
of tickets. 
The series beginning in New Yor’ 
on Tuesday, (Jct, 7, will be resumed In 
Philadelphia 
on the day following, 
aud the games will alternate daily 
.Should there be a postponement due 
to rain before five Innings are prayed 
the teams will remain in the city 
where the postponement occurs until 
a legal game is played, but should a 
game result in a tie after five innings 
are played the regular schedule will tee 
adhere I to, and the next contest will 
be played in the other city.
